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Are There Secret Societies Operating in Plain

Spotlight on Ultra-Secret Societies

The Trilateral Commission

The United Nations: A Pilot for A One-World Government? 


The United Nations and world governments, theoretically established to serve public interests, are frequently 
accused of being under the influence of these secret societies.
